First Real Christmas Since 1944 


REGINA (CP)——Mrs. Emlie Engel is busy helping to 
plan and prepare a family Christmas for the first time 
in 17 years. . ‘ 

The last family Christmas Mrs. Engel celebrated was 
m 1944 in Austria. Six months later she found herself 
separated from her son and daughter and working hard 
in northern Russia. 

The family became separated in the last stages of the 
“World War as they tried to make their way to 
safety. Paul and Adele Engel reached the Brftish zone 
and eventually came to Canada. Mrs. Engel was taken 
to. the Russian zone and sent to Russia. 

In 1955 Mrs, Engel learned that her children were in

next six years attempting to bring their mother toe Can- 
,ada, Last March they finally received permission from 
* Soviet officials to do so. 
“Christmases when we were all together at home 
were so happy. ... After that they were not nice any- 
more,” Mrs. Engel said as she happily played with her 


grandchildren, Dénise and/Emilie Wagner; in-her daugh- 


_ ter’s Regina home. “Then there was no Christmas. We 


always had to work.” 

Mrs. Engej Said she worked hard in Russia, first in 
a lumber camp and when her health deteriorated she be- 
came a seamstress in Syktyykar in the Ural Mountain 
region-of northern Russia. 

It disturbs Mrs. Engel to talk about the 17 years 
of separation from her children. 

She prefers to remember earlier happy Christmases 
the family célebrated in the Ukraine before the war. 

“We were ail together then . . .” she said. 

Mrs. Engel’s husband died in 1942. 

Today, the tired and careworn little woman who ar- 
rived in Regina on a cold night last March looks relaxed 
and happy with her family close to her. Mrs. Engel lives 
with her daughter. A short drive away are her son and 
daughter-in-law, Paul and Alice Engel, and their children, 
Pauline and Sandy. 

Mrs. Engel takes delight in discovering new customs 
and new things in Canada. 

“She likes to cook, but there are so many new things 
—cake mixes, canned and frozen food,” said Adele. “She 
admits they're a lot easier.”
